Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
response to amendment filed on 1 1/21/03, as to independent claims 1 and 12, the prior 
arts of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to discloses or render obvious an 
apparatus determining a distance profile comprising all the specific elements with the 
specific combination including of an evaluation unit for determining distance values in 
dependence on the light transit time between the transmission and reception of the light 
beams, wherein the light transmitter simultaneously transmitting the plurality of light 
beams in the direction of a plurality of reflection points disposed in the monitored space 
and spaced apart from one another and a light deflection device associated with the 
light transmitter for deflecting the pulsed light beams for monitoring the space in a 
relatively short time , in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 and 12.
